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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including an impact plate disposed inside the 
exhaust gas line in the spraying direction of the device, wherein the thickness of the material 
comprising the impact plate is less than a wall thickness of the exhaust gas line, such that the 
impact plate has a low thermal capacity in comparison to the exhaust gas line; and at least one 
connection element disposed between the impact plate and the wall of the exhaust gas line; 
wherein the thermal conductivity of the connection element is low in comparison to the thermal 
conductivity of the exhaust gas line. 

In addition, the supports for the specific limitations as "wherein the thermal 
conductivity of the connection element (26) is low in comparison to the thermal conductivity o f 
the exhaust gas line . " has been found in the Specification on paragraphs 0025 and 0027.
